SIGSBEE AGCEPTS THE WORLD

The Wounded Sailor’s Story Has Not Been Confirmed or Denied by 
Official Dispatches Received at the Departments. 


He Declares He Saw the Torpedo Swiftly Move Against the Ship and 
in an Instant the Crash Which Brought Death and DestructionCame 


SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION AT 4 P. M. 

Spaniards Threaten to interfere in the investigation of the cause of the 
Maine disaster. 

They charge that American divers will be bribed to report that the ship 
was torpedoed, 

? Madrid papers declare that Spanish divers must be permitted to assist 
in the investigation and hint that divers of a third nation should be called 
in to arbitrate in case of disagreement. _ 

There is strong probability of a grave complication growing out of this 
phase of the situation. 

Capt. Sigsbee has accepted the offer of the New York World and Post- 
Dispatch to furnish a gang of divers to explore the hull of the Maine, raise 
bodies of lost sailors and assist in determining the cause of the ship’s de- 
struction. : 

Official confirination of the statement of the marine who is repcrted by 
Havana doctors as saying he saw a torpedo drift against the Maine is awaited 
with anxiety at Washington and the entire nation. 


Not one word of assurance has been received from Madrid or Havana 
| that the harbor is not mined as has been repeatedly charged here and in 


| 


Havana. 


Capt. Sigsbee is still silent as to the evidence of treacaery or fanaticism 
in hand. Rough weather in the harbor prevented diving operations last night. 

Consul-General Lee has declined the assistance of Spanish divers to re- 
cover the bodies still in the Maine. 

On Sigsbee’s request a lighthouse tender has been assigned to stand by 
and watch. These two facts show the state of mind of \Capt..Sigsbee and 
Consul Lee more than anything they have said. 

An official canvass of the available militias of the States has been 
made by wire during the past twenty-four hours. 

The battleship New York is at Key West with steam up. It has not yet 
been ordered into Havana Harbor. 

The Naval Board of Inquiry will leave for Havana to-morrow ‘to bégin the of- 


ficial investigation. 
The Post-Dispatch announces with full authority that President McKinley be- 


lieves the destruction of the Maine was an accident. 

It is reported that Secretary Long of the Navy has warned merchant vessels ahd 
the managers of coast vessels plying southward to be cautious in their movements.

THE SPANIARDS FEAR THAT AMERICAN DIVERS WILL BE BRIBED TO TAMPER WITH THE WRECK OF THE MAINE. 


MADRID, Feb. 18.—The newspapers here are urging the Government to adopt 
great precautions when the American divers arrive and not to allow them to de- 
scend alone and examine the Maine, “as divers sent by private persons might be 
bribed to report at variance with the actual facts and might even do something to 


the hull ich would serve as a confirmation of their report.” 
Here Mis_thought impossible that Captain-General Blanco will allow private 


divers to descend, or even those sent officially by the United States Government, 

if they are unaccompanied by Spanish divers. The newspapers here fear serious 

trouble unless a strict supervision is maintained and they claim to foresee the neces- 

sity for employing divers of a third nation to arbitrate in the event of a disagreement 

between the Spanish and American divers.

CAPT. SIGSBEE ACCEPTS THE DIVERS FURNISHED BY THE WOBL D AND POST-DISPATCH.

HAVANA, Feb. 18.—Capt. Sigsbee has accepted the offer of the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World to furnish expert divers to explore the wreck of the 
Maine, 

The Post-Dispatch and World has secured a diving gang of five men, who are 
experts in their line. When the Seneca was wrecked these divers were employed 
in preference to Americans and succeeded in their work. These men will be under 
the personal supervision of Lieutenant-Commander Wainwright. No investigation 
of causes will be made until after the ship is cleared of her dead heroes and this 
probably will not be for three days. The bodies of Lieut. Jenkins and Engineer 
Merritt will be searched for first. It is expected that poor Jenkins’ body will be 
found near his post of duty, which he had started for as soon as the explosion oc- 
cured. | 

All American sailors will be buried in the same plot, which is given free by the 
bishop, the first instance in the history of the is'‘and. 

Navy divers are expected by Capt. Sigsbee on Saturday on the Olivette. They 
may, however, come sooner by the lighthouse tender Mangrove, which left for 
Key West yesterday at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Three sailors have had their awful suffering ended by death, late yesterday at 
Sanambrosia Hospital. Their names are Frederich Journee, C. A. Smith and A. U. 
Ericson. - 

An English Red Cross nurse, Sister Wilbur, is working hard over the Ameri- 
can sufferers. Up to this time 52 bodies have been brought ashore. The remain- 
ing 26 will be buried to-day under the direction “f Consul-General Lee. 

The divers, under navy officers’ direction, « ct to save other dead heroes from

Capt. Sigsbee and Consul-Genera] Lee send their thanks to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World for the generous offer to furnish a proper form of buridl 
for the Maine dead, or to transport them for their long sleep to American soil. 
Unfortunately, the bodies now coming up in the bay and those the Post-Dispatch 
and World divers are expected to recover to-day are too much mutilated, most of 
them, for identification. In a few hours none will be recognizable. They could 
not be recognized by their families. 

As to the burial, Gen. Lee says that President McKinley ordered in behalf of 
the American people that no expense should be spared for a proper and ceremonious 
funeral. He will see to it that Chaplain Chadwick shall continue to direct and over- 
see the receipt, preparation and burial of the dead. Mr. Chadwick so far has done 
this awful work like a man of iron. The chaplain says that the man Galpin re- 
ported dead yesterday is the one saved. The dead will be buried as soon as pos- 
sible after the recovery and identification of the bodies, which will be searched for 
by every means possible. © 

The bodies of the sailors who went down with the Maine are getting into such 
a condition that they float and the currents carry them about the harbor. More 
than 14 of the 52 were found at Casablanca, under the walls of Cabanas Fortress. 

An additional list of the identified is being made. The names of the latest re- 


covered, so far as known, are: Robertson, fireman; McNamara, fireman; Neice, 
oiler; Hassell, gunner’s mate; Fury, captain of forecastle; Holmes, captain of the 
afterguard; Leage, engineer's writer; Eirman, gunner’s mate.

THE STARTLING STORY OF THE SAILOR WHO DECLARES HE 
SAW A TORPEDO DRIFT AGAINST AND STRIKE THE MAINE. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Feb. 18—‘I saw the torpedo approaching and ran for the 


watch in charge to tell him. 
“Just as I reached him the first explosion occurred. Almost instantly the Maine 


was blown to pieces, 
“I fell badly wounded.- When taken ashore I told what I had seen and was en- 


joined to secrecy.” 

This is the startling declaration of the man who was the watch on the forward 
deck when the explosion o¢curred that sent the Maine to the bottom. 

He is in the hospital here maimed for life and suffering untold agony. The sur- 


geon in charge and nurses have been very attentive and swelling with that emotion 
natural to a man who sees good kind persons laboring for them in affliction he broke 


the injunction of silence put upon him and told the surgeon his experience. 

It is a story unparalleled and marks the destruction of the Maine and the 
slaughter of its brave sailors as the foulest crime in the world’s history of nations. 

- The truth of the statement can hardly be doubted and, from unquestionable au- 
thority, I can say that he made it under the conditions outlined. He did not want to 
talk even then, but did so thinking it would never become public, at least not while 
the injunction of secrecy put upon him and others was in force. 

“TI was pacing at my regular station,” said he, “when suddenly from out of the 
night I saw in the black water something approaching. It was coming straight for 
our bow. Smoke was escaping and the object was traveling with great rapidity. It 
seemed to be illuminated. 

“T realized that something was wrong and ran for the officer in charge. 

“Hardly had I said two words when an explosion occurred. I saw the Maine’s 
launch that had been moored alongside the ship jump clear out of the water. Then 
and instantly another explosion followed. That one blew up the ship. I fell badly 
wounded and later was picked up. 

“My story was told to my superiors and I like all the others was forbidden to 
talk.” 

The name of the sailor is withheld for obvious reasons. 

Thomas Melville, who was the watch on the quarterdeck of the Maine when 
the explosion began, says he felt two distinct shocks. The first was not so severe 
as the second, which blew up the ship. He with other survivors insists that the Maine 
was hit by a torpedo, after which the magazine exploded.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The most startling statement made since the Maine 
disaster is that wired here from Key West that a maimed and bleeding survivor of 
the ship declares that he saw the torpedo strike the battleship. 

This news traveled over the city with great rapidity. So far it is neither con- 
rfimed or denied by any official reports received from Key West. 

If the statement is substantiated it conclusively establishes how the Maine and 
the 253 men on board went to destruction. 

The sailor, whose name is withheld for the present, says that he was on watch 
at the forward deck station. Through the black water he saw an object tearing to- 
wards the Maine. Smoke was emitting from it. 

He realized the danger threatening and ran for the watch in command. Breath- 


less almost, he had spoken two words only when an explosion occurred. The launch |:

Maine was torn to pieces. The sailor was thrown to the deck and badly wounded.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Mr. Mason has 
Offered an amendment to the Allen reso- 
lution for an investigation of the Maine 
disaster providing for a special committee 
to make the investigation.

Mr. Hale said the whole world deplored 
the great tragedy. He hoped the Senator

Mr. Mason said the American people were 
tired of investigation behind closed doors;

neous combustion. 

Mr. Mason said that if it was found that 
the Maine disaster was a result of accident 
the people would be better aatisfied if a 
committee of Congress should find it so, 
and no harm would be done. 

Mr. Mason referring to the De Lome let- 
ter said he thought every one would com- 
ménd the President for the manner in 
which he handled a matter which was 
in part so personal to himself. e 

Mr. Mason said those who are so anxious 
to go siow in the matter of the Maine were 
the defenders of De Lome and had praised 
«18 Wise statesmanship. 

‘Mr. Mawon said the President said in his 
message that one reason why he had hesi- 
tated to Interfere was because of the prom- 
ise of autonomy and yet at the same time 
the Spaniards were denouncing the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Mason said there should be Ameri- 
can divers for the Maine so that the truth 
could be told.

WOLCOTT SCORES MASON. 


Senator Wolcott created a sensation in

“But how could the explosion be brought 
about?’ Capt. Zalinski was asked. ‘‘An in- 
fernal machine could be emuggiled aboard,”’ 
he replied. The harbor of Havana is filled 
with smali boats, which pass here and there. 
These boats are said to be bound on peace- 
ful errands. Nobody can interfere with their 


traffic. Any one of them could carry a tor- 
pedo or an infernal machine.”’ 

“If the torpedo were planted the night 
the Maine was blown up, how could ft have 
landed under the bow of the vessel?’’

A Warning Given Capt. Sigsbee at Ha- 
‘vana. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Mrs,. C. D. Sigs- 
bee, wife of the Maine’s commanding offi- 
cer, makes a disclosure concerning @ warn- 
ing, she says was appended to a circular 
printed in Spanish, and consisted of tae 
hastily written words: ‘‘Look out for your 
ship.” It was given to her husband Sun- 
day, Jan. 30, two weeks before the cruiser 
was demolished. He was on his way to a

“This is a translation of the 
circular: 

“Spaniards: eo live Spain with honor.

The captain was asked as to what pre- 
cautions might be used to protect the 
Vizcaya. 

“The hest thing to be done,” he said, 
‘‘would be to plant torpedo nets around the 
warship. This, of course, is not done usu- 
ally by a ship bound on a friendly mission, 
Torpedo nettings are the only effective pro- 
tection against torpedoes.’’ 

“But would the Spaniards dare to spread 
torpedo netting around their ship while 
lying in the harbor, when such measures 
are taken only in time of war?’’ 

“Under ordinary circumstances it would 
not be tolerated. But I believe that under 

resent conditions they would be justified 
n taking every possible precaution. 

“T should consider it advisable to establish 
a river patrol. Numerous steam launches 
and rowboats would have to be employed. 
The vessel should be surrounded by these 
boats day and night. If such a patrol were 
maintained it avould be almost an impossi- 
bility for such a suspicious craft to get near 
enough to the Viscaya to d0 any damage. 
It would also be necessary to watch the 
river for anything that might be floated 
down with the tide.”’ 

Capt. Zalinski’s atterition was called to 
the fact that a piece of cement was flun 
high in the air oF the explosion and lande 
on the deck of the City of Washington. 

“This,” said he, “simply bears out my 
idea that the ship was blown up by a tor- 
pedo. The Maine hada double bottom, run- 
ning nearly the entire length of the ship. 
There were small bulkheads between the 
longitudinal beams and thé double bottom 
was filled with solid cement. 

“The cement is kept only in the very bot- 
tom of the ship, or on the flat part on either 
side of the keel. There is no cement on the 
sides between the double bottom plates. 

“Consequently, the plece of cement which 
was thrown into the air by the explosion 
must have come from the bottom of the 
Maine. 

“If the explosion had occurred aboard the 
Maine the cement could never have been 
blown tnto the alr. It would have been 
driven to the bottom of the bay.’’

LIBERAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


Congress Disposed to Strengthen the 
Army .and Navy.’ 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The disaster to 
the Maine has aroused a feeling among 
members of the House in favor of extreme 
liberality in appropriations for the naval 
and military establishments, the practical 
result of which ts likely to be the acceptance 
of the House with little contest of the Sen- 
ate amendments increasing the appropria- 
tion for fortifications about $4,000,000, the 
authorization in the naval appropriaticn bill 
of two battleships instead of one, and pos- 
sibly the authorization of the entire dry dock 
scheme § the dry dock board appointed by 
the Secretary of the Navy.

SIGSBEE TELLS OF THE 
DISPOSITION OF THE BODIES. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 18.—The first notice 
to reach the Navy Department this morn- 
ing from_the scene of the great naval disas- 


ter at Havana was a belated telegram of 
last night’s date from Capt. Sigsbee. After 
describing the funerals and mentioning the 
attentions of the Spaniards, he says: 

he remainder of the dead must, per- 
force, be buried with brief ceremony, which 
will be conducted by ourselves, but the care 
and preparation of the remains will be with 
the Spanish authorities. About forty in-ad- 
dition to those buried have come ashore to- 
day. Very few are now recognizable. Even 
in the case of some of those who are hurt, 
but live, recognition was difficult. I have 
not for a moment lost sight of the grief 
of the families and friends of the members 
of my crew, but I beg the department to ex- 
plain to them that it is impracticable, in 
act, impossible, to send the bodies home. 
Facilities are lacking, and embalmment js 
necessary to secure shipment even under 
the most favorable circumstances. Em- 
balmment is only imperfectly done here. 
will wire all cases of identification. 

‘I maintain organization among my small 
force here, but it can be well understood 
that the execution of the work with which 
we are charged is one of much detail and 
difficult of execution. It is believed that 
all of the department's telegrams have 
reached me.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18—The Spanish 
cruiser Vizcaya has not been sighted yet. 

Unusual police precautions have been 
taken and not since the civil war has the 
harbor been under such police patrol as 
now. Not when the great fleet of foreign 
vessels was here for the Word's Fair dis- 
play did the arrangements compare with 
those in force now. 

Tugs filled with marines and launches 
filled with policemen will patrol constantly. 
New York and the nation cannot afford to 
let an accident occur. None of the visitors, 
eallors or marines, wil] come ashore. 

Lieut, Carden of the United States revenue 
cutter Manhattan remained on duty all 
night to meet the Vizcaya and escort her 
to a place of anchorage. 

The first news of the expected cruiser was 
a dispatch from the Post-Dispatch cor- 
réspondent at Atlantic City, received early 
last evening. It read: 

“A Spanish cruiser, presumably the ex- 
pected Vizeaya, steamed by here, headed in 
a northerly direction, just before 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. This cruiser was about 
seven miice out, but with fleld glasses her 
size, her armament and the Spanish ensign 
at her mainmast could be plainly made out. 

“When opposite this c'ty the cruiser was 
passed by a small armed steamer, believed 
to be the revenue cutter Hamilton, which 
was headed south. The two craft exchanged 
salutes by dipping their ensigns. 

“The excitement along the beach front 
was intense, crowds congregating there and 
watch.ng the cruiser with glasses until it 
was @ mere speck on the horizon. The 
temper of the crowd was shown by men 
shaking their fists and women their para- 
sols at the Spaniards and muttering impre- 
cations afier her.

It was 
not until a subsequent explosion on the 
Triumph that the loss of the Doterei was 
discovered to be due to the leakage of 
explosive paint. 

“As to the explosion being caused from 
outside, it seems to us here impracticable.

~ SPANISH WARSHIP VIZCAYA. 


LIEUT. BLANDIN’S STORY OF WHAT HE SAW : 
AND FELT AT THE EXPLOSION OF THE MAINE, 


KEY WEST, Fla., Feb. 18.—The following story of the explosion of the Maine 
was given by Lieut. John J. Blandin of Baltimore, one of the Maine’s survivors, Lieut. ~ 
Blandin was on the Trenton at the time of the @iraster off Samoa, in March, 18%, 
when American and German vessels lost 244 men all told. -Lieut. Blandin said: 

“I was on watch, and when the men had been piped below I looked down the main 
hatches and over the side of the ship. Everything was absolutely normal. I walked ” 
aft to the quarter deck behind the rear turret, as is allowed after 8 o'clock in the even« 
ing. and sat down on the port side, where I remained for a few minutes. Then, for 
some reason J cannot explain to myself now, I moved to the starboard side and sat 
down there. I was feeling a bit glum, and, in fact, was sv quiet that Lieut. J, Hood 
came up and asked laughingly if I was asleep, I said, ‘No, I am on watch.’ ‘wir S 

“Scarcely had I spoken when there came a dull, sullen roar. Would to God that I 
could blot out the sound and the scenes that followed. Then came a sharp explosion, 
some say numerous detonations. I remember only one. It seemed to me that the sound 
came from the port side forward. Then came a perfect rain of missiles of all kinds, 
from huge pleces ef cement to blocks of wood, steel] railings, fragments of gratings, 
and all the debris that would be detachable in an explosion. , r 

“I was struck on the head by a piece of cement and knocked dowh, but I was not 
hurt and got to my feet in a moment. Lieut. Hood had run to the poop and, I sup- 
posed, as I followed, he was dazed by the shock and about to jump overboard. I 
hailed him and he answered that he had run to the poop to help lower the boats... 

“When I got there, though scarce a second coyld have elapsed. I had to wade in 
water to my knees and almost instantly the quarter deck was awash. On the poop 
I found Capt. Sigsbee, as cool as if at a ball, and sooft all the officers except: Jenkinae 
and Merritt joined us. The poop was above water after the Maine settled to the bot-.. 
tom. Capt. Sigsbee ordered the launch and barge lowered, and the officers and mem 
who by this time had assembled, got the boats out and rescued a number in the wa- 
ter. Capt. Sigsbee ordefed Lieutenant Commander Wainwright forward to see the 
extent of the damage and if anything could be done to rescue those forward or to — 
extinguish the flames which followed close upon the explosion and burned fiercely — 
as long as there was any combustibles above water to feed them. ° 

“Lieutenant Commander Wa'nwright, on his return, reported the total and terrible 
character of the calamity, and Capt. Sigsbee gave the last sad order, ‘abandon ship, 
to men overwhelmed with grief, indeed, but calm and apparently uneacited. | 

‘Meantime four boats from the Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII, arrived, to be followed 
soon by two from the Ward Line steamer City of Washington. The two boats lowered 
from the City of Washington were found tbe riddled with fiying debris from the Maina, 
and unfit to use. Capt. Sigsbee was the last man to leave his vessel, and Jeft in hig.

“I have no theorles as to the cause of the explosion. I cannot form any. An ex-.

THE MAINE WAS ANCHORED OVER A CHAIN 
OF TORPEDOES AN DER GUNS OF FORTS. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—One who for many years ha da close connection with the 
United States Navy, who has long been associated with the coast and marine sur- 
veys of Havana harbor, made this important statement yesterday: 

“Long ago a chain of submarine torpedoes was laid in the harbor of Havana. Soe 
long ago that many people have forgotten their existence. It is entirely probable 
if you choose to so call it—but it is there neard of this chain of mines under water— 
that Capt. Sigsbee and his officers neve how and I know it. 

“Part of it runs from the Arsenal to a point between the Valdes ehoals and the 
Luz shoals, where is splits into a V, an arm running towards each shoal. This point is 
opposite the north end of the Panla wharf. 

“Now, mark you, the split of the V is within « few feet of the buoy No. 6, at which 
the Maine was moored in the harbor’s mooring gro.14 for warships. The Maine was 
conducted to this buoy by e pilot and the captain of tue port, who picked out the 
buoy for the Maine. 

“So the Maine anchored over, or certainly within 11 feet, of this hidden cha'n of 
torpedoes, any one of which can be fired by electricity by wires frem the C.be. /* 
fortress, or from the arsenal. Perhaps a norther had so shifted the Maine that ‘on 
the fatal night she lay Cirectly over the torpedo at the V of the chain. 

“You understand the peculiarities of the harbor. It Is almost landlocked. It has 
but one opening into the sea. For this reason the mud and the debris washed in from 
the ocean accumulates, and the number of safe anchorages for large vessels is very 
limited. So the harbor {8 supplied with buoys, to which ships com'ng in attach; Spane- 
ish and visiting men-of-war on one ground, merchant vessels on another. : 

“Each vessel entering the port is boarded by a pllot, who conducts her to the buey 
asstgned to her. The captain of the por: boards every vessel of war and personally 
directs her movements. There are but six buoys for men-of-war. The Maine was _ 
personally conducted to buoy No, 6, where she was under the guns of the powder — 
‘magazine and of the Alphonsos XIL, and where she was over the chain of torpedoeh

THE HARBOR OF HAVANA 


The Keys of the Maine’s Magazines Found by Divers 
in Their Bag in the Captain’s Room on 
the Wrecked Battleship. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch.

HAVANA, Feb. 18.—All talk to-day is of who did it. 

Spanish fanaticism might have done it, Cuban intriguers might have caused 
it and it might have happened through carelessness. Two hundred and fiity-one 
sleeping sailors went to the sharks of Havana harbor by one of these things. It 
was most decidedly not the last one. It was not accidental, either. Some enemy 
floated the torpedo under the water line against the Maine’s forward magazine or 
while visiting the ship secreted in the afternoon a time-bomb near the tons of piled 
powder. There was no fire from “physical cause.’ 

All the wreckage by personal observation simply shows the effect of tremendous 
explosive force. All the Maine’s officers unite in the opinion that the forward star- 
board 10-inch magazine exploded; cause unknown. The World and Post-Dispatch 
diver will determine whether it was interior or exterior. Indicatioms are that a tor- 
pedo was used. The double report shows this in connection with the fact that there 
is much more fracture on one side of the magazine than on the other. The Maine 
sank like a shot. The biggest damage is on the star-board side. The “big gun” 
magazine went up, too. 

Modern magazines have no “spontaneous combustion” and there,was no one in 
the magazine. The keys were handed Capt. Sigsbee at 8 o’clock and were found 


to- wo in their proper iy & in his stateroom. 
have been aboard American men-of-war from Alaskan waters to the Mediter- 


ranean in the Post-Dispatch and World’s service and I have never seen such exqui- 
site watchfulness on any ship, foreign or native, as Capt. Sigsbee has maintained upon 
the Maine. 

There were two Spaniards, born in the Island of Majoria, in the crew. They are 
dead. Their surviving shipmates say they were asleep in their hammocks when 
the iron rent and the water rushed. 

They did not do it. 


THE TERRIBLE NIGHT 
SCENE IN THE HARBOR. 


“Arriving at the water front 10 minutes after the shock with the Chief of Police, 
Col. Pagliere, we took the first stunned boatman we could arouse and started swiftly 
toward the blazing pile which 20 minutes before had been the battleship Maine. 

She was then in flames. The after-half of the ship had not been broken and. 
there against her were the saving boats. In the sharp glare of the flames lay the 
mangled body of a sailor. He writhed and the magnificent muscles of his arms and 
chest strained like cables. He moaned in.agony. 

I hailed for an officer and from a boat six yards away came the response: 
Some of us are here.” 

Then the loss was not even guessed at. Capt. Sigsbee had just boarded his cut- 
ter, one of the few of the Maine’s boats left entire. The Spanish oarsmen were 
speechless. They bent their oars at the slightest sign of human life afloat, and their 
officers worked like mad. 

They knew what it all meant. Officers and men of the Maine’s rescued crew 
were without’ coats. But few had been on deck when the awful end came. Some 
were naked. The fixed ammunition crashed faster and faster, and Sigsbee ordered 
all hands aboard the City of Washington. 

Capt. Sigsbee stood stern and straight. His head was bound in a handkerchief. 
Navigation Officer Holman was at his side. The Washington crew had seen and 
felt the awful explosion. They stood close by with jaws like steel and eyes like 
flames, / 

They had beer told that the Spanish Government buoy, to which the Maine had 
been moored, was surrounded by submarine government mines. The electric light 
threw the faces, muscles and eyes of the sailors into the tensest relief. 

Capt. Sigsbee answered: “I cannot staté’ more than that we are blown up until 
I closely investigate.” . 


WORD FOR THE LOVED ONES 
AT HOME IN AMERICA. 


The Maine’s officers asked that some means might be provided so that they could 
cable their families. I returned at once with the Chief of Police and we entered the 
palace. Staff officers were there whispering in little groups together, while orderlies 
were running to and fro with messages. 

The massive doorway was blocked by the officers, who crushed in, eager for news 
and ready for instructions, 

Then the first news from the scene of the disaster was written and passed by the 

military censor, Senor Mendez. A prompt reply came that somebody should hold 
the cable open until the officer’s private messages had been brought ashore. It was 
now 11:30 o'clock and the police had sent the crowds home. The great bay was a 
black void; that fiery splotch in the blackness was the column of flames still surging 
upwards from the Maine’s ruined prow. 
A small Spanish gunboat and several launches still plied about the wrecked 
cruiser to pick up bodies, despite the occasional explosion of small arm ammunition. 
Those explosions were the last staccato notes of the night’s crashing dirge. For fear 
of stray shots both the cruiser Alfonso XII. and the steamer City of Washington 
had moved further away. 

Consul-General Lee and Vice-Consul Springer had gone into the palace with 
stern faces and came out with their jaws more firmly set. 

Lee at once sent a cipher cable dispatch to Washington, the purport of which 
no one knows, except that it was strong—very strong. Capt. Sigsbee about the 
same time sent the moderate message already printed. About 12 o'clock Gen. Lee 
went into a private conference with Capt. Sigsbee. The officers then wrote their re- 
assuring messages home. 

Spanish launches were all this time being filled with wounded sailors. One meri- 
tious action is by William H. Van Sickel, an elderly man, the manager of the Havana 
Standard Oil Works, who went out to the wreck in his launch and found that the 
gunner who had accompaniedSurgeon Brunner to search the wreck had become 
crazed by work and horror and had climbed the remaining armored mast. Van 
Sickel went after the man and put him aboard the launch by main force. He was 
the last man to leave the burning Maine. 


AMONG THE COTS OF THE 
INJURED AT THE HOSPITAL. 


Coolness was noticeable everywhere among the men, and when the boats and 
their maimed loads had left the creek for the hospital there was no jabbering, 
no excitement. The officers who had something to do did it quietly. The others 
said nothing. All stood this Samoa of fire as others once gave three cheers for the 
British warship Calliope at the Pacific Samoa of hurricane. Two of the Maine’s 
men were in that terrible affair. The scorched and broken sailors in the hospital 
are taking things bravely. Some of them are fiercely belligerent, and one man 
said to me when I asked him his name: “A. W. Chist—lick—damn—damn Dagoes!’’ 
His voice muffied through the thick layers of cotton swathing about his face. An- 
other wounded man thanked the brave American girl who went from bed to bed 
writing letters home for the sufferers, and said: ‘Never moind, Miss: we’)! pay ye 
for the trouble whin we capture Cuba.” 

If you could only witness the flashes of spite that accompanied these vigorous, 
even if misguided sentiments, you would choke with emotion even to behold the 
contracted, scorched and crushed limbs on the speakers.

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One theory of Mr. Jenkins’ death is that being dazed he thought the explosion

I am writing this a few minutes after midnight, after seeing various Spanish offi- 
cials after the funeral of the American victims. We did not return from the cemetery

superb hearses, finished In gold 
black and yellow fringed netting. The great crowds gazed on silently and respectfully 


as the seventeen hearses and two fire wagons went by. 
A group of “reconcentrados” followed the hearses in silent sympathy with the 


United States Government. The hearses were Gecorated with crowns and crosses of 
artificial flowers donated by Spanish army officers. A carriage flying Spanish colors, 
with the igscription printed on it, “Navy Corps to the Maine,” was an incident that 
ught every eye. 

- o pats ay the funeral on foot to Central Park, then mounted cabs. There were 
over one hundred and fourteen cabs, and the funeral was over a mile long. Arriving 
at the outskirts of the city, the funeral halted and a company of marines fired a 
salute to the departed, while a military tand filled the air with dirges. 

At the cemetery it was a gloomy sight. Bells were pealing and the dusk of even- 
ing was falling, while one by one the hearses drove through the cemetery. At <che 
Colon Arch all assembled in a great company. 

Gen, Parrado was on one side with the authorities; Capt. Sigsbee and Coneul- 
General Lee were on the other side with the American sympathizers. Capt. Sigsbee 
advanced, shook Gen. Parrado’s hand with emotion and thanked him, 

The mourners proceeded on foot to the grave, a huge hole in the northeastern 
part of the cemetery. A bishop and the chapiain of the Maine officiated, chafting on 
the way to the grave. There the final response was sung by the marines, The chap- 
lain was assisted by the cathedral deacon. 

Capt. Sigsbee publicly thanked the bishop, who replied that he had done only bis 
duty and expressed words of condolence to the surviving officers of the Maine, who 
were present, also to the commander of the Fern. The mourners assembled again be- 
fore ieaving the cemetery. Gen. Lee, Capt. Sigsbee and the marine officers saluted 
Parrado. Admiral Manterola and the members of the Colonial Cabinet all expressed 
words of condolence for the losses suffered. 

The sympathy and emotional s:de of the Spanish character were strongly displayed. 

In the long, high-ceilinged room are oj! paintings of Spanish Generals on the walls 
and 13 of the Maine’s poor sailor lads lay coffined In its center. The other of the 
seventeen bodies joined the procession upon starting. The room was not large enough 
for all to lie in state. 


The plain coffins were literally covered with wreaths and designs of flowers. Per- 
sonal gifts abounded. 


Rea] sympathy was shown by several, notably one from the Cuban girls of Havana. 
Among the most prominent were wreaths from the army and navy in Cuba, the 
Havana Yacht Club, the Diario del Ejercito (army daily), the Ward Line, Lawton, 
Childs & Co., the Pilots’ Association, the Government of the city, and Joseph Pulitzer 
of the New York World and Post-Dispatch. 


The large Plaza de Armas was filled with people. Two ranks of réiliy fine looking 
bluejackets from the Spanish warship Alfonso XII. were in line on one side. They 
deserved to be the guard of honor, for they worked like heroes to save the few strug- 
gling maimed Maine men now recovering in Ambrosio Hospital. At one corner sat six 
horsemen, the honorary guard of the city. The sky was dim and their silver helmets 
flashed in the murky air. The rest of the streets about the plaza were filled with car- 
riages. 

Capt.-Gen. Blanco was standing upon the balcony overlooking the square. Occa.- 
sionally he bowed to the crowd to give official sanction to their presence, 

The old Cuban laws forbid him to attend the obsequies of strangers. The Mayor, 
Marquis de Esteban, was surronuded by his councilors In Diack, wearing red and yel- 
low ribbons and their pendant medals. 

The air was close to suffocation, an@ every soldier, sailor, lawyer, official and cl- 
villan was oppressed. There was a curiously depressed look on all faces, widely differ- 
ent from the pure sympathy evident outside. ss 

Two magnificent military bands aiternated in classic dirges. The coffins were car. 
ried down the wide marble stairs between rows of silent men. The cortege prepared 
to start. The chaplain gave me the names of the victims. They are: Tierking, sea. 
man; Graham, ship's yeoman; Tinsman, landsman; Serg, Brown, marine; Mero, machin- 
ist; Keyes, seaman; Sheridan, fireman; Gaffney, fireman; Cosgrove, fireman; Seery, 
fireman; Golfin, seaman; Kane, doubtful. These are all who could be identified. The 
others were mangled horribly. 

The news arrived from San Ambrosio Hospital that two men had just died. One 
is C. Smith, seaman; the name  0of the other is as yet unknown. Smith was 
badiy burned and injured internally. Mere bodies are coming out of the depths of the 
wreck. They are less mangled than the firist bodies found, and apparently were further 
from the point of explosion. 

The Volunteer firemen of Havana carried the coffins of the Maine victims from the 
palace into 12 gorgeous funeral cara, drawn by g@audily caparisoned horses. 

The great public square was full of people. The Hotel Ingleterra and the balconies 
of ‘thalf a dozen clubs were crowded with spectators. The panish Casino was 
jammed. Muffled drums and white plumes advised ear and eye that the procession 
was approaching. The spectators were laughing and chatting, as if unaware of the ter- 
rible significance of the affair. 

The troops were marching in slow time and the advance horsemen stopped every 
20 yards, awaiting the followers, 

A squad of the honorary municipal squadron, leading the magnificently mounted 
procession, commenced to pass. After its dirging band came the red-shirted, leather- 
hatted volunteer firemen, and following them the separate companies in various fire- 
men’s dress, four In all, and counting 200. They were nearly all Cubans, a7 

Now came the most remarkable sight—100 reconcentrados, thin and pale. They 
could hardly walk faster than the funeraltime. ‘There were black shawled women 
among them, Some were crying. A bystander says: “A good stroke.” 

But be it stroke or not, these men and women rescued from starvation by Ameri- 
can food were themselves sincere. They did not know they were being used for effect; 
they were grateful and they were showing it—a most touching thing. 

The funeral coaches came next, each gorgeous in gilt and varnish with the tops of 
most of them piled with floral emblems. 

_ A powerful! four-horse carriage passed with six coffins upon it, and another came 
with five. 

There were not hearses enough. The crowd was talking of the fact that 400 more 
starving Cubans were to join the procession later on. The twelve hearses passed, 
and a splendid military band, playing a quickstep, preceded 300 Spanish marines and 
sailors from the Alfonso XII. in purple robes, 

The municipal heralds headed the Mayor and corporation officers of Havana. All 
were stepping slowly. The anclemt emblematic mace was carried aloft. Men were 
in frock coats or evening dress. 

Gov. Bruzon and the Autonomist Cabinet followed. 

Consul-General Lee passed with Capt. Sigsbee. They had gone through an awful 
trial by fire. 

The Captain of the Fern and other officers were in full mavaidress. The Maine's 
officers’ gold braid uniforms are at the bottom of Havana harbor with their men. 

I could hear a low murmur of sympathy as they passed. Other Maine officers fol- 
lowed their Captain. 

Vice-Consul Springer and the consular force pass. Then Gen. Parao, the venerable 
Bishop and the Chief of the Spanish staff tn gorgeous robes. 

They were succeeded by fully 200 officers, representing all arms and branches of 
Spain’s army and navy. All halted before the Hotel Ingleterra, The air had been 
moist all day; now a few drops of rain fell. Carriages drove up and officers, diplomats, 
officials and American representatives took them in the same order as that in which 
they had marched. 

The pageant had passed. Officially Spain has pald the highest honors in her power 
to the dead. Official courtesy could go no further. —

DESCRIPTION OF DEADLY NAVAL TORPEDOES 
AND THE WAY THEY ARE EXPLODED, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—If the Maine was destroyed by a torpedo, the weapon 


Special ta the Post-Dispatch. 


was in the hands of men akilled In its use. “Torpedoist” is a comparatively new 
word to signify the expert in that line. The torpedo is a weapon which can not be 
directed or handled by amateurs or sympathizers or others than those who have 
had long and practical instruction. A reporter at New York interviewed an expert 
in the manufacture of torpedoes which are sold to the Government under contract. 
His conclusions were as follows: 

“First, there should be no difficulty in ascertaining whether the Maine was de- 
stroyed by a torpedo exploded inside or outside the ship. The plates would be bent 
outward If the explosion was inside or inward if the explosion came from without. 
Second, a torpedo of the kind used in naval warfare would have driven a hole in the 
Maine large enough to admit a team of horses. Expert knowledge is required in 
directing the weapon and preparing it for use. 

“There are several kinds of torpedoes in use. There is the Whitehead, which was 
used with such destructive effect upon the Aquidaban in the Brazilian war. There 
are two sizes of the Whitehead, the one in general use by the United States 
Government having a length of 18 feet and @ diameter of 18 inches. 

“It is cigar shaped and is necessarily made of the finest material. The explosive, 
which consists of 200 pounds of dynamite, is in the bow. The motive is compressed 
air, which is stored in an alr chamber between the explosive and the engine. The 
air pressure is 138 pounds to the square inch. 

“The machinery which fixes the direction of the torpedo is very delicate. It is ad- 
justed by the man who directs the alm. The torpedo, which runs under, can be af 
ranged for any depth and sent a speed of 20 knots, It ts shot from the torpede boat 
through e tube with enough force to start it going. 

“There is another torpedo, the Patrick. which may be steered from a ehip or 
a station on shore. It is launched, guided and exploded from the station. It ise @. 
long and two feet In diameter. It is attached to a long, narrow float, two feet 
The torpedo is launched and a long coll of wire is released. The wire uncolls 
torpedo moves and at the station is an operator, who directs the course 
torpedo by means of an electrical current elong the wire. When the torpedo 
the warship the operator explodes it ey the electrical current.” .

Manager Billy Barnie Talking of the 
Early Days of That Body. 


Billie Barnie is in the East now talking 
of the days when he, Horace Phillips and 
others organized the American Association. 
Of that once famous organization Barnie 
said: ‘The American Association had ite in- 
ception in a little organization known as 


the Union Association, consisting of the 
New Yorks; of which Honest John Keily 
was manager and catcher; the Atlantics of 
this city, which I had organized; the Met- 
ropolitans, Athletics of Philadelphia and 
the Weshingtons. We met at Earle’s Hotel 
at Canal and Center streets, New York, 
and perfected the organization. We had 
no regular schedule, the games bei ar- 
ranged to suit the convenience of the clubs. 
The games became very popular, local in- 
terest centering on the meetings between 
the Atlafitics and Metropolitans. They 
drew immense crowds as did also the games 
between the Atlantics and Athletics at 
Philadelphia. Horace Phillips of the Ath- 
letica and myself then formed the idea of 
organizing a big league. We learned 
through. the papers that large audiences 
were being attracted by baseball teams in 
Cincinnati, Louisville and St. Louis and be- 
gan negotiations for a trip to those cities. 
The Western clube guaranteed us more 
than enough money’ to pay our expenses on 
the round trip. e ac ted and both the 
Atlantics and the Athletics took the jour- 
ney. While on this trip we talked over the 
matter of a new organization between the 
East and West. This met with general 
favor and a meeting was called for Cincin- 
nati in November, 1881. he organization 
was launched there, with teams at Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Louisville, Pittsburg, 
Brooklyn and Philadelphia, the Atlantics 
and Athletics representing the latter two 
cities.

He was pacified, however, and _ they 
parted for the night ,agreeing to have an- 
other interview Friday morning. 

About 9 o’clock this morning they met at 
Mrs. Burton’s and talked for a long time 
alone.

A moment 
later Miss Monroe came running out, 
greatly excited, and screamed: “Al has 
shot himself!”’

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Gen. William Booth, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Salvation Army; Commander and 
Consul (®Booth-Tucker, who were in St. 
Louls a few months ago; Commissioner 
Nicol, editor-in-chief of all the Salvation 
Army publications; Col. Lawley, Gen. 
Booth’s Aid-de-Camp, and Ensign Fong Fu, 
the official stenographer and only Chinese 
staff officer of the army, arrived in St.

‘Willard was very ill, but we were not pre- 


pared for the news of her death so soon 
afterward. 

“TI knew Miss Willard well. The last 
time I saw her she and Lady Henry Som- 
erset occupied chairs on the platform with 
me at a large public demonstration in Lon- 
don. She was a great and good woman; 
and where in America there can be found 
such another to take her place I do not 
know. 

“She possessed the true spirit of Chris- 
tianity, which is the amelioration of our 
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fellow man’s misery. That is the aim of 
the Salvation Army all over the world, and 
Miss Willard was a Salvationist. How 
much better it is to live in peace than going 
about blowing wf ships with torpedoes!’’

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 18.~To-day 
the International Kindergarten Union be- 
gins its convention here.

The report of the committee on training 
will be presented by Mrs. A. H. Putnam of 
Chicago, the discussion being participated 
in by Miss Laura Fisher, Boston, and Dr. 
Jenny B. Merrill, New York. An address, 
“Color System of Teaching Music,”’ by 
Prof. Daniel Batchelor, Philadelphia, wiil 
close the afternoon session. 

On Friday evening the address of wel- 
come will be made by Dr. Edward Brooks, 
Superintendent of Public Schools, Philadel- 
phia. Dr. Nicholas Murray’ Butler of 
Columbia College, New York, will speak on 
“The Meaning of Infancy and Education.” 
and Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott of Brooklyn 
will deliver an address on ‘‘Religion in the 
Kindergarten.”

A LONG LIFE OF USEFULNESS. 


Her Career Was Ore of Untiring Self. 
Sacrifice for the Benefit of 
Humanity. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Miss Frances E. 
Willard, President of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, died shortly after 
midnight this morning at the Hotel Empire, 
this city. 

At the bedside of Miss Willard at the time 
of her death were her niece, Mrs. W. W. 
Faldwin; Mrs. L. M. M. Stevens, Vice-Pres- 
ident of the W. Cc. T. U.S Mrs. Anna M. 
Gordan. Miss Willard’s Se@retary, and Dr. 
Alfred K. Hill. 

Miss Willard had been sériously ill for 
about three weeks, but her death was not 
expected. Dr. Hill, who hasbeen in con- 
stant attendance upon her, said that she 
had been iil for several years from anegnia, 
and on several occasions had been given up 
to die, but had rallied, owing to her excel- 
lent constitution. About five. weeks ago she 
took the grip, which affected the intestines 
and the nervous system, : ‘

be buried, 


Francea Elizabeth Willard, author and re- 
former, was born in Churchville, near Roch- 
ester, N. Y¥., Sept. 28, 1839. She was of the 
ninth generation jin descent from Maj. S'- 
mon Willard, founder and forty years a

leading resident of Concord, Mass. He was 
a Puritan from Kent, in England. Her 
great-grandfather, Rev. Elijah Willard, 
fought in the revolution and was for forty 
years pastor at Dublin, N. H. Her father, 
Josiah F, Willard, and mother, Mary 
Thompson Hill, were born in Caledonia 
Courty, Vermont, in 1805, and both removing 
to Western New York in 1816 were married 
in 1831. They went te Oberlin, O., to attend 
college in 1840, remaining there until 1946, 
when they became pioneérs in Wisconsin, 
ten years in advance of railroads, 

Miss Willard’s early life was passed al- 
most wholly out of doors, her fondness for 
ricing, fishing, reading, sketching and climb- 
ing trees being unusual, and her wise moth- 
er permitting the pursults which laid the 


foundation for lifelong health of body and 


mind. At 14 she first att ed school. 

In 1897 she went to Milwaukee College 
for Women, founded by Catherine Beecher, 
and in 1859 was graduated from what is 
now the Woman's College of. Northwestern 
University at Evanston; Ill. She began 
teaching in 1861, and rose to be dean of the 
college and professor of esthetics in her 
alma mater. This was in 1870-74.  Mean- 
While she was preceptress at Lima, N.. Y. 
(Genesee Wesleyan Seminary), in 1866-67, 
and traveled and studied languages and his- 
tory of the fine arts In Europe and the 
East from 1868 to 1870, going north to Hel- 
Singfors, east to Damascus ard south to 
Nubia. 

She wrote, in 1883, “Nineteen Beautiful 
Years,”’ a story of her only sister’s life. It 
has been published in England, translated 
into French and Danish, and a new edition, 
With preface by John G. Whittier, was 
brought out by the Woman’s Temperance 
Publication Association in Chicago. ‘How 
to Win,”’ prefaced by Rose Elizabeth Cleve- 
land, was published in 1886; ‘‘Woman in the 
Pulpit,’’- introduction by Rev. Dr. Talmage 
and Revs, Joseph Parker and Joseph Cook; 
“Woman and Temperance,” with an intro- 
duction by Miss (Mary A. Lathbury; “Hints 
and Helps in Temperance Work,” are 
among her books, and in 1887 was published 
“Glimpses of Fifty Years,’ her autobiog- 
raphy, written by request of the National 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, of 
which she has been President since 1879. 

Miss Willard early became the leader of 
the new movement of the modern temper- 
ance reform when it had reached the period 
of second thought—that is, of organization 
and systematic work, and for 3 years she
